TV Coverage Debated 
by House, Senate Let 


In Years Ago

WASHINGTON (AP) - TV or 


not TV, that was the question 
before the House today as it re- 
sumed consideration of a re- 
form bill designed to open more 
congressional procedures to the 
public. 


Unlike the Senate, which wel- 


comed the lights and cameras 
of the television crews to its 
committee hearings early in the 
TV age, the House has stead- 
fastly refused to admit them. 


Under the bill, television cov- 


erage would be limited to com- 
mittee hearings and not include 
proceedings on the House floor, 
although an amendment to cov- 
er action in the chamber itself 
had been expected. 


The bill requires a majority 


vote by a committee to permit 
televised hearings and gives 
any witness the right to have 
the cameras shut down while he 
is testifying. 


Furthermore, the privilege of 


televising its hearings could be 
withdrawn if, in the commit- 
tee's judgment, the material ap- 
pearing on the screen tended to 
"distort the purposes of the 
hearing" or "to cast discredit or 
dishonor on the House, the com- 
mittee, fcr any member of the 
House." 


The television coverage provi- 


sion is one of the most contro- 
versial in the bill and it under- 
went several revisions during 
drafting. 


An earlier version would have 


required 
broadcasters 
prove 


what they showed on the screen 
was "accurate and legitimate 
news coverage." 


The earlier 
language 
and 


most of the opposition to the 
provision reflected a fear in the 
minds of many members that 
television will seize on some iso- 
lated, bizarre or sensational in- 
cident in an otherwise decorous 
hearing and thereby give a false 
impression. 


The bill also provides an abso- 


lute ban against the use in a po- 
litical campaign 
of any 
film 


shot during a hearing, and also 
prohibits commercials in a live 
telecast of a hearing.

tisan group to end the practice 
of members voting anonymous- 
ly on amendments when bills 
are under consideration on the 
House floor.

Back Home, 
Miffed

WASHINGTON 
( A P ) - 


Prince Charles of Britain took it 
all in stride but Princess Anne, 
unaccustomed to all the bluster, 
was somewhat miffed with Ihe 
over-present 
newsmen 
who 


hounded their steps as they 
wound up their first visit to 
Washington. 


But, said a spokesman for the 


British Kmbassy, "That's not 
something to make a lot of .... 
They thoroughly enjoyed (hem- 
selves pretty much of the time." 


Washington tourists, baseball 


fans and passers-by gave their 
applauding 
approval 
at 
a 


glimpse of British royalty. And 
President Nixon spent 80 min- 
ules in private talks with the 
21-year-old heir to the throne of 
Kngland at the end of the tour 
late Saturday. 


Princess Anne, 19, who had 


appeared mostly unsmiling in 
public, told the Nixons, "Ft has 
In'on fun." 


She and her brother said smil- 


ing farewells at the south porti- 
co of the White House and Invit- 
ed their hosts to Kngland. 


Triria Nixon said she found 


Prince Charles charming and 
an excellent dancer. 


But the British press wasn't 


impressed 
One correspondent 


referred to gossip columnists as 
the witches of Washington. An- 
other said the princess was 
rxired. 


And the general impression in 


Umdon 
was that 
Anne was 


hounded because she didn't live 
up to Americans' impressions of 
tow a princess should act. 


Prince Charles managed to 


tie! along well while occasional- 
ly making a joking remark at 
the press. A British Embassy 
spokesman said Anne was both- 
ered by the strangeness of it all. 


"She puts on a straight face 


and keeps it there because at 
U-ast she knows what she's got 
on." he explained.

The New York Mets thought 


they already had seen Joe Foy 
at his worst, and they knew they 
hadn't seen him at his best. 
Well, now they've seen every- 
thing. 


Foy gave them quite an eyeful 


Sunday, jerking them up and 
down like a yo yo until he final- 
ly landed them on top. 


First, the bad Joe Foy. Al- 


ready he had been a tremen- 
dous 
disappointment 
to the 


Mets, who acquired him from 
Kansas City during the winter 
as the man to solve their long 


• standing problem at third base, 


• He was hitting around .200 most 


• of the first half of the season. 


• And Sunday, he also showed 
• how bad he could be in the field. 


For the first time in his major 


• league career, Foy made three 


errors in a game. 


But now the good Joe Foy ... 


the Joe Foy who outhit his field- 
ing. For the first time in his ca- 
reer, Joe Foy slammed five hits 
in one game, including two hom- 
ers, and one of those homers 
began the 10th inning and gave 
the Mets a 7-6 victory over San 
Francisco and a split of their 
doubleheader after the Giants 
won the opener 5-3. 


Foy's five runs batted in dur- 


ing the game kept the second 
place Mets only two games be- 
hind Pittsburgh in the National 
league East after the Pirates 
downed the Cincinnati Reds 7-3. 


In other games, the Chicago 


Cubs hammered Huston 7-1, St. 
Louis stopped Atlanta 3-1, Phila- 
delphia surprised Ix>s Angeles 
by sweeping a twinbill 9-4 and 
4-2 and San Diego beat Montreal 
6-5 and then lost 6-5. 


In the American League, Cali- 


fornia swept the New York Yan- 
kees 5-2 and 3-1, Detroit won 
two from Kansas City 2-0 and 6- 
4, Cleveland upended Minnesota 
3-1, Boston outhit Oakland 9-4, 
Washington slipped by Milwau- 
kee 4-3 and Baltimore clobbered 
the Chicago White Sox 8-2 and 
then lost 7-3. 


Foy's problems began in the 


first inning when his throwing 
error led to three unearned runs 
in a four-run inning. He made 
errors in the sixth and seventh 
inning, too, but the Mets es- 
caped unscathed. 


His first hit, a double, was 


wasted in the second inning aft- 
er Ron Swoboda's homer. But 
after Swoboda singled in the 
fourth, Foy hit his fourth homer 
over the left field screen. He 
tied the score in the fifth with a 
run-scoring single. 


Then in the seventh, he sin- 


gled in the leading run and an- 
other scored on the play when 
Willie Mays let the ball get by 
him. 


But three walks and John Ste- 


phenson's two out single tied the 
score for San Francisco in the 
ninth, setting the stage for 
Foy's best, a shot just fair over 
the right field screen. 


The Giants won the first game 


with three runs in the seventh 
on Tommie Agee's error and 
hits by Dick Dietz and Jim 
Hart. 


The Pirates used Bob Tolan's 


throwing error to beat Cincin- 
nati. Matty Alou raced home 
from first base on Rich Heb- 
ner's single and the wild throw 
in the sixth inning to break a 3-3 
tie. Three more runs in the 
eighth clinched it. 


The Cubs scored six runs in 


the third inning, the last two on 
Randy Hundley's first hit since 
coming off the disabled list, and 
Milt Pappas stopped the Astros 
on five hits to run his record 
With the Cubs to 3-1. 


Dal Maxvill, a .192 hitter, 


singled in the tie-breaking run 
with two out in the eighth inning 
for S|. Louis and, after winner 
Mike Torrez delivered his fourth 
hit of the day. Lou Brock dou- 
bted in another run. Torrez, 
winning bjf first game in three 
weeks, scattered eight hits.

Better on 
Soft Surface 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Cliff 


Richey, America's top clay court 
player, says he's become better 
on the soft surface during the 
past two years, mostly because 
of his father. 


"In the last two years, I've 


learned more about clay than I 
ever did before," said Richie, 
the third-ranked U.S. player. 
"I've 
gone to Europe the past 


two years and my father went 
with me and really helped me. 


"He pointed out a couple of 


things that I think I've got away 
from now." 


Richey made his remarks Sun- 


day after he defeated Arthur 
Ashe, No. 2 ranked American, 
7-5, 6-2, 6-1, to win the $35,000 
Washington Star International 
Tennis Tournament. 


The 23-year-old San Angelo, 


Tex., native said he played well 
on courts four or five years ago 
but then tried to improve his 
game on faster surfaces. 


"Concentrating on fast sur- 


faces, my clay court game suf- 
fered," he said. "But 1 think I'm 
improved now. When I was 
younger, I hit the ball well on 
clay. Now that I know more 
about clay, if I don't hit the ball 
as well, I can finesse it." 


Ashe, 27, of Richmond, Va., 


said Richey was the best Ameri- 
can on clay and ranked him in 
the top six in the world. 


Ken Rosewall, Ron Laver, 


John Newcombe, Tony Roche 
and Tom Ocker, "They're the 
only ones who could possibly 
beat him, say seven out of ten 
times," Ashe said. 


Richey played extremely well 


during the week-long tourna- 
ment, defeating six opponents, 
including top-seeded Hie Nastase 
of Rumania, without losing a 
set. 


"Anytime you don't lose a set- 


you're playing well for six 
days," he said. "I had two weeks 
rest before the tournament, so 
I felt good all week." 


The Star tournament was the 


sixth Richey has won this year 
and the $7,000 first prize was the 
biggest purse he's ever collect- 
ed. He now also holds a 3-1 
match edge over Ashe this year. 


He also picked up eight points 


to give him 15 points toward the 
$200,000 Grand Prix 17-event cir- 
cuit to put him in a three-way 
tie for fourth place. Georges Go- 
ven of France, gaining two 
points here, moved into the lead 
with 18 points. 


Zeljko Franulovic of Yugo- 


slavia, who did not play here, is 
in second place with 17, Dick 
Crealy of Australia, gaining two 
points here, is in third with 16. 
Tied with Richey are Jan Kodes, 
Czechoslovakia, and John New- 
combe, Australia. 


Ashe earned six points to give 


him 14 and seventh place, Nas- 
tase picked up four to give him 
12 and Bob Hewitt of South Af- 
rica won two points to put him 
in ninth place with 11 points.

Police Seize 
Manhattan 
Squatters

NEW YORK (AP) - Helmet- 


ed police broke into a brown- 
stone in lower Manhattan today 
and seized about K men, wom- 
en and children who had occu- 
pied the vacated building over 
the weekend in the latest inci- 
dent of an expanding squatters 
movement in the city. 


After the roundup, an angry 


crowd of about 100 of the squat- 
ters' neighborhood sympathiz- 
ers chased, cursed and spat 
upon the landlord of the build- 
ing. Leon Nagin, of Queens. 


Nagin had accompanied po- 


lice to the brownstone, in the 
Chelsea section, about 7 a.m. 


As Nagin was escorted away 


by police, he declined to speak 
with newsmen. 


The occupation of the building 


was reported begun by four 
families— two black and two 
Puerto Rican. 


A lawyer for some of the 


squatters said 14 men, 22 wom- 
en and 19 children were evicted 
from the building with police 
aid. All were taken away in a 
police wagon and a city bus 
manned by police. 


The squatters had followed 


the lead of other groups on the 
East and West sides when they 
moved into the vacant building 
on West 15th Street Saturday 
morning. 


The landlord in this case had 


cleared out his previous tenants 
and planned to begin renovation 
today to convert the building 
into luxury apartments renting 
for $200 to 1400 monthly. 


Sunday the landlord appealed 


to the group to leave but they 
rejected his plea. They say they 
cannot get decent housing any- 
where because of the city's 
housing shortage. 


On the West Side, about 135 


families have moved into board- 
ed up apartments earmarked 
for demolition to make way for 
an urban renewal project Six 
squatter families have similarly 
seized apartments owned by the 
New York Eye and Ear Infir- 
mary on the East Side and 
scheduled to be new nurses' 
housing. 


Operation Move In, which is 


coordinating the program, says 
it has a waiting list of 350 fami- 
lies.

Q—My daughter gives her 


children 2 per cent milk.

A—If the children are over- 


weight, skimmed milk would 
be best for t h e m. If their 
weight is n o r m a l , there 
would be no objection to 2 
per cent milk, but if they are 
underweight their fat intake 
should be increased. This 
can be accomplished with 
margarine as well as with 
whole milk.

to' giving a child who doesn't 
like puddings and pastries 
two or three servings of ice 
cream daily? 


A—Ice cream is an excel- 


lent food and there is no 
reason why liberal amounts 
of it should not be included 
in a child's diet provided it 
is a balanced diet in other 
respects.

Switch Rather 


Than Fight

NEW YORK—(NBA)—You arc sitting in front of your 


television set, sucking a 100mm. filter-tip menthol, and the 
man on the screen announces that cigarette smoke contains 
tar, nicotine, hydrogen cyanide, nitrogen dioxide, acrolein, 
aldehydes, phenols and carcinogens, whose combined ef- 
fect can kill yon. 


You get nervous. And well you should. 
Trouble is, though, many smokers subjected to the anti- 


smoking commercials get so nervous their response is 
counterproductive. They become so worried they relieve 
the anxiety by—you guessed it—lighting up another 100mm. 


This discouraging paradox has been observed in repeated 


surveys. Says a spokesman for the American Cancer So- 
ciety: 


"We've gone as far as we dare trying to scare people out 


of smoking. By now, everyone knows the dangers. So it's 
no good just beating them over the head." 


Instead, the fight against tobacco is taking a new and 


more subtle direction, appealing to ego rather than emo- 
tions. 


Milton Robertson, of the National Tuberculosis and Res- 


piratory Disease Association, explains it: 


"Smoking has always had a romantic, sophisticated 


image. Like Humphrey Bogart taking a long drag just be- 
fore a love scene with Lauren Bacall. We want to destroy 
this illusion and make smoking out to be an ugly, socially 
unacceptable drag." 


Robertson directs the radio-television office of the TB 


Association. His job is to come up with punchy, appealing 
commercials that will make puff a "four-letter" word. 


Some examples: A guy at breakfast opens his morning 


paper and knocks his ashes into his coffee; a woman play- 
ing bridge drops her cigarette into the lemon meringue pie; 
a lovely young mother feeding her baby absent-mindedly 
crushes her cigarette into the child's cereal spoon. 


"The thing is to make people laugh at the habit." says 


Robertson, "and at the same time make them think about 
how stupid it is. We'd like to reverse decades of thinking 
about smoking. We'd like to turn it from a mature thing 
into an immature thing. We'd like to reach a time where, 


if a guy lights up in a crowded cafe, other patrons will 
make him feel like a crude, imposing bum." 


Antismoking officials believe their campaign has already 


put smokers on the defensive and point to these develop- 
ments as evidence: 


Some print shops report sales of "No Smoking" signs 


have increased substantially in the past few months; air- 
line companies are setting aside "no smoking" sections in 
the new 747 jumbo jet, the federal government is seriously 
considering a tobacco ban on interstate transit; three pro 
hockey teams banned spectator smoking at home games 
last season; legislation is pending in several states to 
stiffen penalties for violators of smoking laws; several 
television personalities have refused sponsorship by to- 
bacco companies; many businesses have removed ashtrays 
from their office waiting rooms; a few companies have 
even offered cash bonuses to employes who give up smok- 
ing. 


One Cancer Society official, himself a smoker, .says the 


force of this trend was brought home to him recently when 
he lit up a cigar in a Chicago haberdashery: "Someone 
handed me a printed card. It read: 'If you you want to kill 
yourself, go ahead. But do it somewhere else No smok- 
ing!'" 


Encouraging as all these actions are to misocapnists (to- 


bacco haters), they do not mean unqualified success for the 
campaign to change (he smoking image In the critical 
area of youth, the campaign is failing utterly The rate of 
smoking among 14-18-year-olds has jumped "alarmingly in 
the last year. 


Nevertheless, the campaign is moving into higher gear 


and authorities are optimistic. Per capita cigarette con- 
sumption is at its lowest point i l l 1 per day per person! in 
a dozen years. And the National Clearing Mouse for Smok- 
ing and Health estimates that two to three million people a 
year are quitting. 


"We hope," Robertson says, "that we can make smokinu 


as noxious to the public as spitting in the street Years auo 
it was very popular to spit in the street Then we found out 
it transmitted tuberculosis So we started a campaign to 
make spitting ugly, unhealthy and unpopular We suc- 
ceeded. 1 think we'll do the same with smoking."

Prices Rise 
With British 
Dock Strike 


By THOMAS A. REEDY 


I/)NDON (AP) - In only five 


days, Britain's dock strike has 
struck the housewife a low blow 
in the family budget, Agricul- 
ture Minister James Prior con- 
firmed today in a personal tour 
of London's big markets. 


He found abrupt price in- 


creases imposed by wholesal- 
ers, 
heard bitter complaints 


from retailers who said they 
had little choice but to pass 
them on without gain, only in- 
spiring rancor from the custom- 
er. 


Prior indicated this would be 


a major part of his report to 
Prime Minister Edward Heath's 
Cabinet, which is treading the 
delicate path of decision about 
using troops to unload perish- 
able foods. 


The decision may hinge large- 


ly upon a report from Kmploy- 
ment Minister Robert Carr. He 
has been the man closest in 
touch with negotiations involv- 
ing the 47,000 longeshorernen and 
is trying to work out just how 
long the strike is likely to last. 


The strike is to enforce a de- 


mand by the four unions in- 
volved for the basic weekly rate 
of the equivalent of $26.40 to be 
raised to $48. The basic rate is 
only used to calculate overtime, 
bonus payments and vacation 
pay.

$86.40. If the strikers' claim is 
met it would mean average 
weekly earnings of $132.

De-Emphasis 
of Colleges 
May Be Next 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A spe- 


cial White House panel has told 
President Nixon the answers to 
the nation's problems may in- 
volve a de-emphasis on college 
education, taxes on polluters 
and development of new cities 
to lure residents from crowded 
metropolitan areas. 


Although 
noting 
predictions 


that the U.S. population may be 
stabilizing, the report said 70 
per cent of the country's people 
probably will be concentrated 
on one-tenth of the land by the 
end of th>- century. 


Ami half the population, con- 


taining the most advanced and 
most prosperous elements of the 
society, will live in three giant 
metropolitan 
belts -Boston- 


Washington, Chicago-Pittsburgh 
and San Francisco-San Diego, 
the Panel on National Goals said 
in a 228-page stall report. 


Few firm conclusions were of- 


tered in the report, entitled "To- 
ward Balanced Growth: Quanti- 
ty with Quality." The panel said 
its suggestions were intended to 
stir public debate and generate 
concern in Congress. 


The trend toward settlement 


of most of tiie population in met- 
ropolitan areas can be reversed 
if federal, public and private in- 
stitutions adopt a coordinated 
strategy, the study group said 
Alternatives might include fos- 
tering Ihe growth of existing 
small cities, building new cities 
and generating growth in rural 
areas. 


Regarding schooling, the pres- 


idential 
study 
group 
said, 


"Many people feel 
that too 


great emphasis is already being 
placed on post-secondary educa- 
tion, particularly on the four- 
year degree and that possibly 
there are many students now in 
college who do not really want 
to be there." 


Perhaps college should be de- 


emphasized. fhe panel said But 
in any case, the nation should 
examine approaches to higher 
education

U.S. Eyes 
Soviet 
in Cuba 
NEW YORK (AP) - Ameri- 


can intelligence analysts are 
growing more concerned about 
Soviet activity in Cuba, Time 
magazine says. 


In its current issue, Time re- 


ports that the United States has 
increased surveillance flights by 
112 aircraft and satellites to one 
a day, the highest number since 
the missile crisis of 1962. 


The weekly news magazine 


says that since April, Soviet 
TU95 bombers have made six 
flights to Havana, probably on 
reconnaisance missions and to 
deliver military supplies. 


"The flights may also be an 


effort to test the U.S. response; 
since there was no reaction fol- 
lowing the first two flights in 
April, four more followed," the 
magazine says. 


"Three or four Soviet aircraft 


are now appearing on U.S. 
mainland radar screens every 
24 hours, the largest number 
ever," Time says, adding there 
have been reports of Soviet Ko- 
mar-class missile boats off Key 
Biscayne, Fla. The boats were 
"outside the 12-mile internation- 
al limit, but well within their 
missiles' 15-mile range of the 
Florida White House," Time 
says.

Exports during 1969-70 
accounted for a record 51 per 
cent equivalent of last year's 
crop, he said, compared with 39 
per cent sold overseas from 1968 
production. 


The recent move by the House 


Ways and Means Committee to- 
ward import quotas on textiles 
and footware is indicative of a 
possible protectionist wall being 
built, Randolph said. 


Should this develop, he said, it 


would "trigger a protectionists 
recession" that could cause U.S.

fire in its engine room after an 
explosion. Half an hour later the 
order to abandon ship was giv- 
en. The sea was calm, and pas- 
sengers said there was no panic 
as they were loaded into the 
lifeboats. 


The Ancerville was bound for 


Casablanca, Morocco, when it 
was diverted to the rescue. It 
arrived about seven hours after 
the Fulvia's SOS and found the 
lifeboats about half a mile from 
the Fulvia. 


Capt. Fasting and 26 of his 


crew remained aboard 
their 


ship to try to control the blaze, 
but they abandoned ship when 
the fire intensified, and the Anc- 
erville picked them up. 


When the Tamaran arrived, 


Fasting and his four officers 
transferred to the tug while the 
Ancerville sailed to:Santa Cruz. 


The Fulvia left Genoa Tues- 


day on a 10-day cruise to the 
Canaries, stopped at Cannes, on 
the French Riviera and Fun- 
chal, in the Portuguese Madeir- 
as, and was due in Santa Cruz 
Sunday.

an ankle fracture suffered by 
Ellen Farr, 50, of Ridgwood, 
Ont., when she caught her foot 
sliding down an emergency exit 
chute.

Second, industries which can't 


get sufficient supplies of low- 
sulphur oil may be forced to 
choose between shutting down 
or using a high sulphur fuel and 
risking fines, an oil industry 
source points out. 


Third, 
municipalities 
faced 


with a choice between factory 
shut-downs and clear air may 
be forced to suspend low-sul- 
phur limitations of clean air 
laws. 


Industry observers 
say the 


speed with which many munici- 
palities enacted strict air pollu- 
tion regulations caught the pe- 
troleum industry unprepared. 


The 
regulations 
limit 
the 


amount of sulphur in fuel. Their 
purpose is to cut down on sul- 
phur-dioxide, which is given off 
during the burning process. 


One result is that many utili- 


ties and industries which were 
burning coal had to find another 
energy source. Coal is naturally 
high in sulphur and is difficult 
to desulphurize. 


(A $900,000 federally funded 


project is under way to remove 
sulphur 
from 
coal as 
it is 


burned, but this is expected to 
take at least five years.) 


Another result is that many 


utilities and industries using re- 
sidua) fuel oil had to change to 
oil with less sulphur. 


New York City laws, for ex- 


ample, insist on less than one 
per cent sulphur content in fuel 
oil. Chicago allows two per cent. 


Both are lower than the 2.5 to 


3 per cent sulphur found in 
much residual fuel oil. 


Industry sources report that 


utilities and power plants are 
rushing to buy low-sulphur resi- 
dual oil. They add that the de- 
mand is greater than the sup- 
ply- 


Coal was responsible for 51 


per cent of the electric power 
generated in the United States 
in 1969. Natural gas accounted 
for 23 per cent, residual oil for 
10 per cent, nuclear power for 
I 1- per cent and hydro-electric 
power the rest. 


But according to Chase Man- 


hattan Bank figures, residual oil 
demand is up 15.6 per' cent this 
year. This compares with, ac- 
cording to other figures, a 2 per 
cent jump in demand between 
1967 and 19G8 and an 8 per cent 
increase between 1968 and 1969. 


"The 1970 estimate called for 


a growth in demand for residual 
011 of 4 per cent, which is un- 
realistically low," one petrole- 
um industry source said. 


The supply of residual fuel oil, 


according to Oil Daily, has been 
declining. In mid-June supplies 
totaled about 47.5 million bar- 
rels, a decline of 23.4 per cent 


(rom Ihe supply in .June 1%!1.

At the same time the 
shortage has result-;-d in a clam- 
or for relaxed oil import restric- 
tions.

Proxm/re 
Flays Cost 
Overruns

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 


William Proxmire, taking aim 
on defense spending, says cost 
overruns on 38 of the Pentagon's 
major weapons systems leaped 
$3.6 
billion in a recent nine- 


month period to a total of $23.8 
billion. 


Releasing 
a 
General 


Accounting Office report as de- 
bate on the Senate's $19.2 billion 
military procurement bill start- 
ed up again today, the Wiscon- 
sin Democrat said the increases 
would have included another 
$2.7 billion had not the Pentagon 
cut back the scope of five pro- 
grams. 


Proxmire said a GAO report 


in June 1969 revealed overruns 
totaling $20.2 billion. The latest 
report, covering a period from 
June 30, 1969, through March 31, 
1970, 
showed the $3.6 billion 


boost in overruns, Proxmire 
said. 


"What 
these 
disturbing 


figures indicate to me is that 
the Department of Defense has 
not yet learned how to control 
the costs of major weapons sys- 
tems, he said. 


"In my judgment," he said, 


"the cost overruns in these pro- 
grams are largely the result of 
waste 
and 
mismanagement. 


They represent public funds 
that are being used foolishly and 
that probably ought not to be 
spent by the Department of De- 
fense at all." 


Proxmire, chairman of the 


subcommittee on economy in 
government, 
said 
the 
panel 


would continue to examine the 
cost overrun problem in mili- 
tary procurement. 


He has said also he will join 


with other senators in attempts 
to trim up to $5 billion from the 
procurement bill, which is the 
Pentagon's shopping list for new 
planes, ships, missiles, tanks 
and other weapons. 


The GAO report said major 


overruns have occurred in four 
programs: $1.75 billion for the 
Safeguard ABM, $291 million for 
the P3C aircraft, $464.4 million 
for the Minuteman II missile, 
and $1.14 billion for the Minute- 
man III. 


Only in the Minuteman III 


program, Proxmire said, were 
the added costs caused to any 
large degree by purchases of 
additional weapons. But even in 
that program, he said, a sizable 
cost increase occurred for other 
reasons. 


Proxmire said the cost over- 


run figures for the 38 systems 
were calculated from the plan- 
ning estimates of each of the 
programs.
